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Pennsylvania  Agriculture 


PENNSYLVANIA,  although  long  regarded  primarily  as  a  major  industrial 
State,  in  recent  years  has  received  recognition  as  an  increasingly  impor- 
tant agricultural  production  area. 

According  to  the  United  States  Agricultural  Census  of  1945,  Pennsylvania  has 
171,761  farms,  averaging  87.4  acres  in  size.  As  of  January  1950,  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  estimated  the  value  of  farm  lands,  buildings,  equipment 
and  machinery  at  $1,700,000,000.  Livestock  and  poultry  on  hand  at  that  time  was 
worth  approximately  $360,000,000  and  crops  on  hand  $140,000,000.  These  three 
items  represent  a  total  investment  of  more  than  $2,200,000,000  in  the  State's 
agricultural  production  industry,  comparing  favorably  with  capital  invested  in 
the  Commonwealth's  metal  and  metal  products  industries,  and  with  all  other 
manufacturing  industries  of  the  State. 

Cash  income  from  marketings  from  Pennsylvania  farms  amounted  to 
$824,021,000  in  1948  compared  with  $768,348,000  in  1949.  In  this  respect  the  State 
ranked  13th  in  the  Nation.  In  addition,  Government  payments  totaled  $5,318,000 
in  1948  and  $4,828,000  in  1949.  One-third  of  the  1949  cash  income  ($256,896,000) 
was  from  dairy  products,  and  one-fourth  ($192,213,000)  from  poultry  and  poul- 
try products,  the  two  totaling  $449,109,000.  Cash  income  in  1949  from  all  live- 
stock, poultry  and  their  products,  amounted  to  $577,483,000  (75%  of  total  in- 
come) and  from  crops  $190,865,000  (25%). 

In  1949  Pennsylvania  ranked  1st  among  all  States  in  the  production  of  mush- 
rooms, buckwheat,  cigar-leaf  tobacco,  spring  and  fall  spinach,  nursery-grown 
Christmas  trees,  producer-retailed  milk,  and  crops  grown  under  glass;  2nd  in 
clover  and  timothy  hay;  3rd  in  maple  sugar;  4th  in  sour  cherries  and  com- 
mercial apples;  5th  in  potatoes  and  maple  sirup;  6th  in  grapes;  7th  in  timothy 
seed,  all  cherries  and  all  tobacco;  8th  in  pears  and  sweet  cherries;  10th  in  all 
hay  and  12th  in  honey. 

Pennsylvania  in  1949  ranked  3rd  in  value  of  dairy  products,  6th  In  volume  of 
milk,  7th  in  total  weight  of  calves  slaughtered,  9th  in  number  and  5th  in  value 
of  milk  cows  and  heifers  two  years  old  and  over  and  10th  in  weight  of  cattle 
and  hogs  slaughtered.  In  poultry  the  State  ranked  1st  in  income  from  chickens; 
2nd  in  farm  cash  income  from  eggs,  2nd  in  combined  income  from  chickens, 
eggs,  broilers  and  turkeys;  3rd  in  chickens  raised,  3rd  in  eggs  produced;  4th  in 
number  and  2nd  in  value  of  chickens  on  farms  January  1,  1950;  8th  in  number 
of  baby  chicks  hatched;  and  9th  in  number  and  8th  in  value  of  turkeys  raised. 

Relative  importance  of  crops  within  the  Commonwealth  and  among  the 
states  is  presented  in  some  detail  on  page  5,  and  of  livestock  and  livestock  prod- 
ucts on  page  22.  All  estimates  are  preliminary,  and  values  of  crops  are  forecasts 
t>ased  upon  prices  received  during  the  marketing  season  to  December  1,  except 
tobacco. 


PENNSYLVANIA  1949  CROP  PRODUCTION 

THE  aggregate  value  of  Pennsylvania's  principal  field  and  fruit  crops  pro- 
duced in  1949,  estimated  at  $301,341,000,  is  3%  less  than  their  1948  value  of 
$310,801,000.  On  a  tonnage  basis,  production  was  up  slightly  more  than  1%,  the 
decrease  of  1%  in  field  crops  being  more  than  offset  by  a  70%  increase  in  ton- 
nage of  fruits.  Prices  received  by  farmers  were  down  sharply  from  1948  for 
nearly  all  crops,  hay  alone  showing  an  increase. 

Temperatures  averaged  above  normal  during  spring  months  and  vegetative 
growth  had  an  early  start.  Planting  progressed  on  schedule  through  April. 
Precipitation  was  adequate  during  April  but  May,  June  and  early  July  were  dry. 
Freezing  temperatures  occurred  the  last  of  May  and  on  June  8.  August  and 
September  were  warm  and  somewhat  dry  but  most  crops  developed  rapidly  and 
matured  early.  Killing  frosts  held  off  until  October  24-28.  Crop  yields  generally 
were  below  average  but  above  1948. 

CORN  Planting  of  corn  was  accomplished  in  good  season.  Above  normal  tem- 
peratures and  somewhat  dry  weather  favored  growth  in  most  areas. 
In  north  central  counties  and  parts  of  the  northeast  some  fields  yielded  poorly 
due  to  insufficient  rainfall.  Ensilage  and  corn  for  grain  generally  made  excel- 
lent yields.  In  southwestern  counties  appearance  of  the  two  generation  corn 
borer  doubled  the  extent  of  damage;  overall  losses  exceeded  1948. 

WHEAT  Much  of  the  winter  wheat  harvested  was  planted  late  but  favorable 
November  weather  brought  condition  on  December  1  to  above  average. 
The  winter  was  unusually  mild  and  stands  wintered  well  despite  absence  of 
normal  snow  cover.  Rainfall  in  May  and  June  was  deficient  but  favored  con- 
trol of  rust. 
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OTHER  Early  seedings  of  oats  received  a  good  start  and  produced  well  but 
GRAINS  later  stands  were  seriously  affected  by  dry  weather — straw  was  short 
and  yield  only  fair.  Acreage  of  barley  increased  sharply  over  a  year 
previous  and  the  average  yield  was  a  record  high.  Rye  acreage  cut  for  grain  was 
down  sharply.  Demand  for  buckwheat  was  poor  and  acreage  planted  was  much 
below  a  year  previous. 

POTATOES      Insufficient  rainfall  lowered  yield  of  early  potatoes.  Rapid  develop- 
ment of  late  tubers  during  September  and  early  October  brought 
the  average  yield  to  186  bushels  per  acre,  1  bushel  above  the  previous  record  set 
in  1948. 

TOBACCO     Alternating  dry  and  wet  periods  at  planting  time  hindered  setting 
of  tobacco  plants  in  the  Lancaster   area.  Below  normal  rainfall 
slowed  development  and  plants  failed  to  attain  the  heavy  growth  of  a  year 
previous.  The  crop  cured  nicely. 

FRUITS  Production  of  apples  was  more  than  double  the  1948  crop  and  exceeded 
the  1938-47  average  by  about  2  million  bushels.  Peaches  produced  well 
above  last  year's  good  crop  and  the  10-year  average.  Prices  for  peaches  and 
apples  were  disappointing  and  demand  for  lower  grades  very  poor.  Pears  yielded 
well  but  the  grape  crop  was  below  average.  Production  of  sour  cherries  at 
9,000  tons  was  record  high. 


PENNSYLVANIA  FARM  LIVESTOCK  INVENTORY,  JANUARY  1,  1950 

T7ARM  inventory  value  of  the  five  species  of  livestock  (cattle,  hogs,  sheep, 
JThorses  and  mules)  on  Pennsylvania  farms  January  1,  1950  of  $313,825,000  is 
10%  below  January  1,  1949.  With  chickens  and  turkeys  included,  total  farm 
inventory  value  was  $359,160,000,  11%  below  a  year  previous.  The  downward 
trend  in  number  of  sheep,  horses  and  mules  continued.  Milk  cows  and  heifers 
2  years  old  and  over  kept  for  milk  on  farms  showed  an  increase  of  2%,  with  the 
number  totaling  1,020,000  head  on  January  1,  1950.  Percentage  changes  between 
the  flrst-of-the-year  inventories  of  1950  and  1949  were:  cattle,  up  2%;  hogs, 
down  2%;  sheep,  down  5%;  horses,  down  15%;  mules,  down  18%;  chickens,  up 
11%  and  turkeys  up  5%. 

Changes  in  value  per  head  over  a  year  previous  were:  cattle  and  milk  cows, 
each  down  10%;  hogs,  down  27%;  sheep,  down  8%;  horses,  down  10%;  mules, 
down  14%;  chickens,  down  21%  and  turkeys,  down  13%. 

CATTLE  With  the  increase  of  2%  in  cattle  and  in  milk  cows  and  heifers  2  years 
old  and  over  kept  for  milk,  heifers  1  to  2  years  old  for  milk  increased 
2% — from  246,000  to  252,000.  Heifer  calves  under  1  year  of  age  kept  for  milk 
numbered  276.000,  compared  with  260,000  a  year  earlier,  up  6%.  The  10%  de- 
crease in  steers  1  year  old  and  older  suggests  some  decrease  in  the  production 
of  beef  in  the  State  in  1950,  though  commercial  feeders  had  as  many  cattle  on 
feed  as  a  year  earlier. 

HOGS      Of  the  704,000  hogs  on  Pennsylvania  farms  January  1,  1950,  435,000 
were  less  than  6  months  old.  Of  the  269,000  6  months  old  or  older,  92.000 
were  sows  or  gilts  compared  with  94,000  on  January  1,  1949.  The  combined 
spring  and  fall  pig  crops,  1,088,000,  was  5%  larger  than  the  1949  crop. 

SHEEP  The  sheep  inventory,  217,000  head,  was  down  5%  from  the  previous  rec- 
ord low  numbers  of  228,000  a  year  earlier.  At  the  beginning  of  1867  there 
were  2.985,000  sheep  on  Pennsylvania  farms.  The  number  of  ewes  1  year  and 
older  this  January  was  139,000,  compared  with  146,000  January  1,  1949.  Ewe 
lambs  totaled  33,000  compared  with  35,000  a  year  earlier.  Fencing  problems 
and  losses  from  predatory  animals  are  given  as  reasons  for  the  continued  de- 
cline in  sheep  numbers. 

HORSES  Horse  numbers,  declining  since  1932,  now  stand  at  110,000,  15%  below 
AND  a  year  previous.  The  number  of  mules  has  been  decreasing  since  1936 
MULES  and  now  totals  n.OOO  compared  with  14,000  on  January  1,  1949.  Con- 
tinued mechanization  of  farms  has  reduced  demand  for  workstock  and 
prices  continue  to  drop.  Stallions  registered  during  1949  by  the  State  Bureau 
of  Animal  Industry  numbered  115,  compared  with  110  in  1948,  124  in  1947,  131  in 
1946,  144  in  1945,  177  in  1944,  269  in  1943,  320  in  1942,  396  in  1941  and  438  in  1940. 

POULTRY      Hens  on  Pennsylvania  farms  increased  3%  to  7,234,000;  pullets  in- 
creased  13%    to    16,157,000  and   other   chickens    increased   24%  to 
3.446,000.  Value  per  head  of  all  chickens  decreased  from  $2.08  on  January  1, 
1949  to  $1.64  on  January  1,  1950. 

EGGS        Production  of  eggs  set  a  new  record  of  3,097,000,000  in  1949,  but  only 
AND         1  m'Hion  more  than  the  previous  record  established  in  1948.  Chicks 
CHICKS      produced  by  commercial  hatcheries  totaled  63,755,000  compared  with 
55,800.000  in  1948.
